The board also voted to give 
anyone in doubt as to his compli­ 
ance with the law an opportunity 
to have his operation spelled out 
by the county building department. 
The ordinance amendment states 
that any person in doubt as to 
whether bis operations might sub­ 
ject him to prosecution for viola­ 
tion of the section of the ordinance 
which prohibit* disturbance of the 
surface of land that it m i g h t 
cause sand to blow onto roads or 
other properties, can present a 
detailed plan to the building direc­ 
tor. 
The 
plan, 
according to the 
amendment, should include plot 
plans, time schedules and details 
o' 
grounding circumstances, and 
information required by the direc­ 
tor. The plan may be approved 
or its modification required and 
the director may impose reason­ 
able conditions. 


The amending ordinance states 
that “ conduct of the operation in 
strict conformity with such an ap­ 
proved plan shall be a defense to 
any prosecution under this ordin­ 
ance.” 
'I believe this takes care of ag­ 
ricultural problems and is v e r y 
good,” declared Supervisor George 
Berkey. 


Appeal Provided 
Appeal may be made to t h e 
board of supervisors from disap­ 
proval of a ^pbmitted plan of op­ 
eration or from conditions of ap­ 
proval or required modifications 
imposed by the building director. 


Letter Riles Chairman 
Riled by an accusation in a let­ 
ter from Vivian W. Hays of Palm 
Springs asserting that Supervisor 
Berkey gets no support from his 
fellow board members.

Planning for the fall activities 
of the desert WAIF group has re­

M arshal Tito, the d ictato r of Yugoslavia, 


echoing the com plaints w e h av e heard from 


Russia, China, East G erm any, and other C om ­ 


m unist states, has announced th a t things are 


tough econom ically in his country. H e blam es 


bungling, laziness, and corruption. 


W e w ould hazard th at o f all the Com ­ 


m unist countries, Yugoslavia m ight have had 


the best chance of m aking a good showing. 


T ito freed his country by rebelling against 


M oscow, from the d ead en in g influence of 


th e w orld’s biggest Red bureaucracy. From 
all accounts, he relaxed econom ic controls 


to a degree unprecendented in a Com m unist 
nation. And not least, Y ugoslavia has enjoyed 


foreign aid in staggering 
sum s from the 
U nited States. 


T he lesson being p resen ted to Tito, b u t 
w hich Com m unists steadfastly refuse to learn, 
is that there is no substitute fo r the flexibility 
and incentives provided u n d e r a free econ­ 


omy. Every now and then, C om m unist bosses 
find them selves forced to m ak e a concession 


in the direction of free en terp rise to keep 
their econom ic m achinery from stalling al­ 
together. 


T ito’s rem edy in the cu rre n t instance, 
however, is going to be m o re com m unism , 


not less. T h e expansion of th e E uropean C om ­ 


mon M arket w ill place an even h ard er squeeze 
on the C om m unist em pire. W h at the C om ­ 
munists will not learn from observation and 


experience m ay finally h e im pressed upon 


them by the sheer force of necessity.

Recently an argum ent has taken place 


as to w hether an East G erm an policem an 


was shot by a n escapee o r accidentally b y 


one of his ow n com rades. But m ost signifi­ 


cant is the developm ent in w hich W est B er­ 


lin police are sa id to be p erm itted to afford 
covering fire fo r any poor w retch seen at- 
tem ping an escap e under th e "vopo” m ach­ 
ine guns w hich already have claim ed so m any 


victims. 


It is hard a t this point to see w hat can 


resolve the problem of this wall. T he C om ­ 
m unists evidently believe they cannot afford 


to let it he breached. But every day it stands

ESTES OWNS STOCK 
Miners Ghost Town Is 
Hot Political Issue 


RAVENSDALE, Wash. (UPI)— 
This was once a thriving commu­ 
nity. a town of miners who dug 
coal which abounds in the area. 
Today, except for a handful of 
oldtimers. Ravensdale is virtually 
a ghost town, and the half dozen 
mines operating in the area are 
strictly "one-horse” outfits. 
One of these small operations is 
the Black Knight coal mine. The 
amount of its production depends 
on the coal market. Right now it 
is shut down. 
But the Black Knight mine has 
become a link in one of the hot­ 
test political controversies to rock 
the nation's capital since the Tea­ 
pot Dome scandal. 
The Black Knight is owned by 
James A. Andersen Sr. and his 
family. One member of the fam­ 
ily is Reo. H. Carf Andersen, a 
Republican from Minnesota, and 
one of the stockholders Is Billie 
Sol Estes. 
Andersen r e c e n t l y admitted 
selling Estes about $4.000 worth 
of stock in the mine last January 
and March, before Estes was in­ 
dicted for fraud in the West Tex-! 
as farm program scandal. Estes 
never picked up the stock and the 
congressman said he was await­ 
ing Estes’ instructions on where 
to send the certificates. 
Potentially, Estes got a good 
deal for his motiev. James Ander­ 
sen Sr., who has been a miner 
most of his 68 years, has devel­ 
oped a new system of bydraulick- 
ing which most mining men agree 
has promise of revitalizing the 
coal mining industry in this state 
by enabling coalt o be mined at 
greatly reduced cost over conven­ 
tional methods. 


The system includes a portable 
pump 
which 
s q u i r t s 
water 
through a nozzle one-eighth of an 
inch 
in 
diameter 
under 
4,000 
pounds 
of 
pressure 
and 
cuts 
through 
the coal veins like 
a 
knife. 
The system, for which Jam es 
Andersen Sr. has applied for a 
patent, has been successfully test­ 
ed by the U. S. Bureau of Mines 
and has been hailed by coal ex­ 
perts throughout the nation. 
Operations at the Black Knight 
so far have been exploratory in 
preparation of putting the hydrau­ 
lic system to work later this year. 
But with the entry of Estes on 
the scene the Andersen family is 
greatly concerned. 
"The name of Estes is like the 
name of Aaron Burr," explained 
James Andersen Jr., who like his 
uncle is a Republican politician. 
"It's 
darned 
unfortunate 
this 
bird's name should get into it. 
My dad has never known Estes 
nor even heard the name ” 
j Young A n d e r s e n , who is a 
member of the state House of 
¡representatives 
and 
a 
former 
deputy 
King County prosecutor, 
said the Andersen family owns 
more than 75 per cent of the 
mine's stock. His uncle, he said, 
owns a considerable interest in 
the mine. 
The shadow of Billie So! Estes 
has fallen over the Black Knight. 
And the handful of Ravensdale 
resident* are wondering if it is 
not also the shadow of death for 
the community.

Menace Worsens in Spots 


These accomplishments, howev­ 
er, do not hide the unpleasant fact 
that the collision menace not only 
exists but in some ways is even 
worse as traffic continues to ex­ 
pand. There still are, according 
to reliable air safety sources, an 
average of nearly six near-colli­ 
sions daily. Most involve private 
flight rules with no positive control 
from the ATC system. 
But the 
FAA itself admits too m any also 
involve aircraft operating IFR— 
with controller errors responsible 
for some of them. 
The most obvious and frequent 
question ssked is w hy should there 
be a collision menace after six 
years and millions of dollars in 
federal spending supposed to solve 
the problem ’ 
The FAA since it cam e into ex 
istence in 1958 has spent J51.5 mil­ 
lion in research lo perfect an au­ 
tom atic or semi-automatic system 
of controlling air traffic. FAA Ad­ 
m inistrator Najeeb E. Halaby re­ 
cently warned that such a system 
still is about five years away — 
and probably will require spending 
another 
$500 
million 
before 
a 
completely modern system is ac­ 
tually working. 
The chief blame, according to 
im partial experts, is the lack of 
any orderly plan for automated 
ATC. "Wandering research” one 
critic called It — the failure to 
settle on a single system and then 
ham m er away until it is perfected.

—Controllers need more refresh­ 
er training and in a formalized 
classroom , ra th e r than the pres­ 
ent “ on-the-job” briefings they get 
to inform them of new procedures, 
m ethods and equipment. 


Receive Close Examination 


D ave Thom as, head of FAA's Bu­ 
reau of Air T raffic Management, 
says no field of human endeavor 
is being exam ined more closely 
than ATC and the men who oper­ 
ate it. 


“ In the personnel explosion that 
followed G rand Canyon," he ex­ 
plains, "w e concentrated on get­ 
ting m ore controllers into the sys­ 
tem as quickly as possible. Now 
we m ust concentrate on keeping 
them proficient. 


' W hen one m akes a mistake, 
w e're trying to find out why. Wa 
even have psychiatrists interview­ 
ing m en who have been involved 
in control incidents. We re trying 
to establish any correlation be­ 
tween working conditions and er­ 
rors — for exam ple we h a v e 
some evidence that most mistakes 
are m ade in the first hour of < 
work ^ shift, when a controller is 
cold.’ rather than in the seventh 
hour when he m ay be fatigued” 


Thom as, Bain and Carmody all 
agree that the m ost pressing equip­ 
m ent need is for more accurata 
altitude reporting. Present radar 
can tell only speed and direction. 
It cannot distinguish altitudes. The 
first m ajor breakthrough in solv­ 
ing the collision menace will coma 
with the development of a device 
that autom atically sends an alti­ 
tude signal from aircraft to ground 
radar, and records that altitude 
visually on the radar scope.
